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' HELEN DJANG’S CONVERSION 


Helen Djang’s confession of faith in the new regime has appeared in the eee num- 
ber of Hsieh nny copied from the Shanghai Liberation Daily for March 31, 1952. it was 

evident y written late in 1951, as she was finishing a required course of study at the High 
| Political Institute. Dr. Djang has been Dean of Discipline and Professor of Education at ~ 
Ginling College, and is evidently continuing as Professor in the combined Nanking Uni- 

versity. 


As always in these confessions, she begins by reviewing her past life, admitt 
how she had been poisoned by American imperialistic thinking, and had had an entirely 
wrong view of the Communist Party. All her life, she says, she has been so —T 
under American influence that she hardly knew there was such a thing as the country 
China, or the Chinese People. Her life was like living in the bottom of a well, looking up 
at the sky. Now, after her political studies she says, ‘I have been converted, and my at- 
| titude toward my past mistakes and the objective world has been entirely changed.’ 


Her conversion began from an analysis in one of the classes at the Institute of the 
various types of education, on the basis of their ultimate purpose. She was shocked to 
find herself grouped in the type known in Communist parlance as Compradore Education, 
that is, educators who act as compradores eS schools on behalf of their im- 
perialist masters. She had always thought that she had been serving the people, but now 
she oo came to realize that she had been serving imperialism instead, and so was 
really harming the People, for, she says, ‘‘Is it not clear that he who is not for the People 
is against the People?’’ The pressure of this strain got stronger and stronger, until fi- 
nally in one small class she mustered up courage enough to denounce her previous Slave 
Education, and to declare herself on the side of the side of the People. Now she believes 
the proof discovered by the People in the spring of 1951 that Eva Spicer, though British, 
was a spy for imperialistic America. 


In reviewing the history of Ginling College, she points out that although Wu Yi-fang 
was made President in 1928, she did not really have the er, as she was still subject to 
the Board of Founders in America, whose only idea was to make of Ginling College a copy 
of imperialistic Smith College. She concludes by quoting from Mayor Chen Yi: “~ The 
change of th is a painful process, but the result is joyful, ”” and then expressing her 

resent stand, have determined to ally myself with the People, I want to stand on the 
eople s platform, use the sharp instruments of criticism and ee to go still 
farther in my struggle against slave education, I want to cast out all “love, praise, and 
fear America’’ thinking, and by study, analysis and criticism to cure my former sickness.

Branches of the Sino-Soviet Friendship Association are being established in various 
churches in China. Sushan has an Association with 295 members, of which Kao Te-ch un 
is the Chairman. Foochow’s various churches are also in the process of organizing such 


branches. 


Our Bulletin No. 6 correctly reported that the April 12 Tien Feng has announced the 
dissolution of the National Council for Christian Religious Education. A Hongkong news- 
letter misread this item as referring to the Religious Educational quarterly magazine, 
and Winburn T. Thomas, in the June 4 Christian Century, repeats this mistake. The 
China Bulletin gets it first and gets it right (this time at least)! I is probable that the 
magazine had been diacontiannil some time ago, as its name has not appeared on recent 
periodical lists from China. 


Evangelist Wang Ming-tao of Peking continues to publish his Spiritual Food Quarter- 
ly. As the spring number went to press on March 7, the editor could say, ““During the 
past three months all of the work has continued in the usual manner, receiving the Lord’s 
protection and blessing. In evangelistic meetings from Jan. 28 to Feb. 3 there was an at- 
tendance which had not been equalled in any of the previous years.”’ In another place he 
criticizes the preaching which is commonly heard in Chinese churches today as follows: 

any preach flattering messages to their hearers, using the everyday common ideas 
which are apt to please, in order that they themselves may be benefitted. If it is hoped 
that such preachers can help people become faithful disciples of Christ, then we are only 


dreaming. 


Reports of the suicide of Dr. Wu Yi-fang have been carried in several Hongkong 
newspapers and have reached us from other sources. However, these reports have not 
og confirmed. 


SCHOOL NEWS 


In the confessions which have been required from teachers during the recent Three 
and Five Anti Movement, one of the points most frequently met is the admission that their 
whole career in pre-Liberation days was motivated by the desire for personal profit. 
Dean Chin Tzu-chung (Univ. of Nanking School of Agri.) states that his desire to get to 
America for study was just so that he might get a larger salary. Even his motive in re- 
search projects was that the ) seen reports might provide a sort of ““cultural capital 
upon which to trade, though of course he and his colleagues always maintained the fiction 


that the purpose was Service.

‘How Capitalist Thinking Corrupted Me, ’ by Chin Tzu-chung, Nanking (See quotation 
above); “Criticism of My Former Opportunistic and Individualistic Thinking,”’ by Liu 
Kai-yung, former Ginli Ca teacher and now principal of Tenth Middle School, 
Nanking; ““My Attitude Toward Living Education’’, by Ch’en Ho-ch’in, Shanghai educator; 
and ‘‘First Steps in Recognizing the Harmfulness of Slave Education’’, by Helen Djang, 
former Dean at Ginling College (see resume elsewhere in this Bulletin). 


GENERAL NEWS 


A system of phonetics developed forty years ago by Li Ching-hsi (Bibles and other 
Christian literature have been published in this phonetic script for years), now head of 
Department of Chinese at National Peking Normal University is being widely-used in 
popular education, according to a Peking March 11 dispatch, It is claimed that with the 
help of these symbols from 1590 to 2000 Chinese characters can be learned in 150 hours 
of study. Used first in the Army, the method is now being used among peasants.
